‘There is nothing served at your table that brings 
as much enjoyment at such a low cost as a cup of 
good coffee. Yet how many of us devote the same 
careful attention to the brewing of that coffee as 
is given to the preparation of other foods? Mak: 
ing a cup of good coffce is really an art, but « 
simple art in which anyone can become adept. 
There are about five rules that have become 
second nature to me in brewing coffee at home. 
Perhaps it’s their very simplicity that spells suc- 
what would you say? 


1. First and foremost, I select the proper grind 
for the type of coffee maker I expect to use in 
brewing the coffee. This, of course, eliminates my 


It has been my experience that having already- 
ground coffee put through the grinder a second 
time too oftén results in loes of flavor and aroma 
coffee. And the brew made from twice- 


: Many of you, I know, prefer whole-bean 
ffee which is ground right at the grocers at the 
time of purchase. A delicious brew can be ob- 
tained by this method if you remember that just 
one grinding is sufficient.) 
2. I MEASURE both coffee and freshly boiling 
water accurately. I know it is important to use 
the mme exact proportions every time coffee is 
made to be sure it will always taste the same. A 
rule of thumb for coffee that is rich in 
vor, as well as strength, is one heaping table- 
spoon (or two level tablespoons) of cofles to each 


determine the strength you prefer and always vse 
the same proportions. 


3. I TIME my coffee. 
coffee should be in contact

timing has been determined / stick to it; because I 
know that otherwise results will not be uniform. 


4. I make it « point to SERVE coffee SOON 
after it is made. Because cool coffee cannot be 
reheated without injuring its flavor.

6. I CLEAN the coffee-maker daily. Coffee oils 
have a tendency to cling to the inner surfaces of 
utensils and eventually impart an undesirable 
flavor to the coffee brew.

The prime importance of push- 
ing for harbor development was 
a responsibility of the city coun 
cil and its harbor committee, not 
of the Victoria Chamber of Com- 
merce, Walter Miles said in an 
address before members of the 
Victoria Gyré’ Club in Empress 
Hotel.

He felt. the city council at pre 
sent had members who were in- 
sufficiently versed in trade and 
commerce to deal with knowledge 
on harbor development. ) 

Mr. Miles, a director of the 
Chamber of Commerce and an 
active participant in shipping | 
affairs, gave a brief outline of 
development of harbor facilities 
here. He suggested the club 
study harbor development, for | 
which he believed there was a 
great number of opportunities.
